The manufacture of gasoline
leaves a huge by-product residue
which m¥tst be provided for or the
production of oil will not be prdfit-
able, kerosene, fuel oil, asphalt and
other by-products, are left in huge
quantities -after the gasoline is .ex-
tracted from petroleum. It is this
residue which must be taken care
of.

There is a good market for gaso-
line at all times, but the keroseme
and fuel oil must be stored for a
time before a market can be found
for it. This takes up all the stor-
age capacity which is needed far
the crude petroleum.

Torrance hopes to get ‘such a Te-
finery built. and center the oll ‘in-
dustry within its borders. It has
a fine handle to work with in view
of the fact thats every one of the
big companies, ‘Standard, Shell,

R. J. Deininger purchased one
acre of land here in 1221 for $1350.
This year he leased this property
to- a huge oil company for $1750
and a royalty, thus giving him a
profit of 126% and continued pos-
session of the land.

A lot 148x150 feet, purchased for
$1050;"vas - recently leased .to° an
oil company for $10653 and a one-
gixth royalty and the owner still
holds the land.

An old soldier purchased a lot
in Torrance on which he paid $120,

Oscar Voorhels last fall purchased
a one-half acre for $850, and re-
cently refused $3300 for the prop-
erty

A striking instance of quick pro-
fit was the sale of a half acre in
Torrance for $880 that three weeks
later sold for $1850.
In the past six days the Doming-
uez Land Company of Torrance is
said to have sold more than $40,000
worth of land within the city limits,
exclusive of the score or more of

Towns Now Goes
- Direct

Prior to July i, when a. resi-
dent in Torrance mailed a letter
in ‘the lo&l postoffice, addressed
to a friend in Redondo, Venice,
Ocean Park, or-.even Harbor City
or Lomita, the missive was taken

by the postal authorities to Los . " Chich wag gathered by Wash-

Angeles, and. there redletributed
and sent to its destination.
other words every letter that lett
Torrance, no matter where destined,
had first to go to Los Angeles.

Now, according to Postmaster
Gourdier, 'this is all changed and
at the same time simplified, by a
new schedule that went into effect
July 1. If vou write letters and
particularly if your correspondents
live in any of the town or cities
along the .coast in Los Angeles
county, cut this schedule out and
paste it in your  hat for futura
reference.

Mail leaving Torrance at 7 30
a.-m, and arriviny in Los Angeles
at 8:20, connects with all South-
ern California points and all points
east, south -and northwest, over
various mall routes out of. the latter
city.

Mall leaving here at 1»04 p. m,,
arriving in Los Angeles at 2:01,
connects -with all Southern Cali-
fornia, eastern and northwestern
states via Los Angeles & Salt Lake
railroad.

Both of the above mails connect
at Gardena with the Redondo Beach
Pacific Electric trains and are taken
by railwpy mail cars and distribut-
ed to. north coast beach towns in
Los Angeles county.

The mail train leaving Torrance
at 1:39 p. m. and arriving at Los
Angeles at 3:30 connects with all
Northern California, northwestern
states and all eastern and southern
states via railway mail routes out
of Log Angeles. :

The mail leaving here at 5:09
p. m., and arriving in Los Angeles
at 7:15, connects with all of South-

ern California, northwestern, east-
ern and southern states.
The two last trains mentioned

also  connect at Gardena with the
Pacific Blectric car bringing to
Torrance mail from the north-coast
beach towns in Los Angeles county,

system that required all mails des-

IS FORMED

Retail Merchants Will .

Organize Protective
Association

Due largely to the lucid manner
in which the subject was presented
last Thursday night by Carl Bush,
secretary of the Hollywood Cham-
ber of Commerce, a retail mer-
chants "association will be organ-
ized in Torrance that will do much
to keep “Torrance money in Tor-
rance” and educate the residents
of this city ‘that the apparent sav-
ing made by trading in the larger
cities is a fallacy.

The meeting was attended by all
of the prominent merchants in this
city and the attention given the
speaker and the applause that fol-
lowed his address was evidence that
his plan of proper merchandising
was thoroughly appreciated.

Beginning his address by com-
paring the days of the ‘‘storekeep-
er’” with the present-day- ‘‘merch-
ant,” Mr. Bush made it plain that
selling goods in any line in a re-

tail, way. was more in the nature” -

of a public service rather than an
individual calling, and -that by
proper co-operation among the mer-
chants themselves and an educa-
tional campaign carried on by the
chamber of commerce, thousands of
dollars that now are spent by Tor-
rance residents in the larger sur-
rounding cltles, would remain at
home.

Adhering strictly to the truth in
advertlelng their goods, was one of

| essentials to. success in any re-

tail-uue. was a strong point brought
: who! also ‘dwelt

merchants and the chnmber of com:
merce, as well as ‘between the
merchants- of the assoeiation. By
this means the merchants can in-
form the secretary of the chamber
of the arrival of new residents who
may be later solicited for member-
ship in the chamber. On the other
hand the assistance frendered the
merchants by the chamber will en-
able the latter to keep in

needs.

1t was pointed out that while the
retail merchants’ profits were small,
their proximity to the great whole-
sale markets made it possible  to
renew their stocks at frequent in-
tervals, and to serve the needs of

their customers ‘as promptly as
could the larger stores of the big
cities,

Attention to the fact that a place
like Torrance was ideal for trading
purposes. due to the lack of con-

1 gestion ‘in the streets, was stressed

by the speaker, who desired a test
made, if poeelble, by the women of
this city of his theory that in the
lorg run they would save money. '
by trading -in their home town,
rather than follow the will-’o-the-
wisp of “cut rates” in the big
cities.
